Bachert was compelled to go to Cleve- 
land today in order to be there in 
time to meet the parties from wh-cb 
the plant is to be purchased- The ac- 
tion of the board is embodied in the 
following statement made to THE 
AOK by a committee: 


••Mr. Bachert, accompanied by Mr. 
F. E. Pomerene, was at the meeting, 
and Mr. Pomerene made this propo- 
sition: Mr. Uacbert will buy the milt 
and run it continuously, employing 38 
to 40 persons, for ten years with the 
customary conditions in reference to 
strikes aiid shut downs for repairs, 
provided the board donates $25tX) and 
the ground owned by McElroy A: Cas- 
siiighaui necessary for the operation 
of the mil!' 
"The question as to whether the 
purchasers of the lots in the second 
addition would consent to the use of 
the money f»r this purpose wa» rais- 
ed jnd dfscussed.

said he had rot heard from Mr. Mc- 
Eln.y as to the price of the land in 
question, and a motion was made that 
Mr. Bachert be voted the -S2.50O he 
asked, eliminating the land feature 
of the prooosition.

NEW TIME FOR SOWING WHEAT 


Director Ckarles E. ThiKie Ciies VatoMe

Charles E. Thorne, director of the 
Wooster experiment- station, has sent 
out an important circular. It deals 
with the Hessian ily and the best 
time to plant wheat. It follows: 
'•In the fall of 1900 the Ohio expert 


ment station made weekly sowings 
of wheat from August 31 to October 2*J 
at the central station at Wooster. and 
from September 1 to October 13 at the 
substation at Strongsrille. 40 miles 
north. Other sowings were made at 
both places from September li to Oc- 
tooer 1. In both tests the first sow- 
ing was practically untouched by the 
ily. At Wooster the wheat sown Sep- 
tember 7 and 14 was more than half 
destroyed, and that sowed September 
21 was practically all destroyed by 
the fly- That sown September 23 
was about three-fourths of a crop, and 
that sown after October 1 escaped in- 
jury. At Strongsville the injury cul- 
minated in the sowings of September 
15 to IS, the wheat sown ou the laier 
date being almost completely de- 
stroyed. On wheat sown after Sep- 
tember 25 there was but little injury. 
"At Columbus wheat sown October 


-1 and 5 suffered but little. In the 
southern part of the state wheat 
sown before October 10 was consider- 
ably injured while that sown after 
that date measurably escaped. 
It seems, therefore, that the date of 
actual safet}, in seasons of general 
prevalence of this pest, isso late as to 
incur as great a risk from winter-kill- 
ing as the ordinary risk from the fly. 
The farmer who will observe closely.

Northern Ohio to Sept-15 to 13 for 
he southern part of the state: and 
then in about" three weeks examine 
:he wheat plants very carefully at 
,he point where the well known 'fl is 
seeds' of the fly are found. It will be 
,00 early as yet to find the 
'flax- 
seeds.' but if the tly has commenced 
ts work the very small, white mnsr 
gots which later develop into the -flax 
seeds" should be found suckinir the 
uice from the plant. The matnrots 
are at first so small that it will require 
close searching to discover them, and 
a magnifiyine glass of low power will 
be a help, though not absolutely nec- 
essarv. 
"If the maggots are found it- will be 


wise to delay seeding a few days long- 
r: but if none are found the whole 
crop may be sown with good assurance 
of escape. 
:The advantages of this method are 


not only that- it will enable us to dis- 
cover whether the fly is present- in in- 
jurious numbers at an earlier date, 
but that if the fly be present it will 
probably be attracted to the early 
sown wheat and induced to deposit all 
itseges. thus effectually protecting 
the wheat- sown later. To accomplish 
this object a considerable area must 
be sown, for we have had no evidence 
the tenth-acre plots used in ouroxperi- 
ments in early and late seeding have 
exerted any protective influence on 
the remainder of the field in which 
they were located. 
On the other 


hand, we have found the general at- 
tack upon our field work to be made 
at about the dates when the weeklv 
sowings were most severely attacked 


Numerous instances have been re- 
ported in which wheat, sown one day 
has been attacked by fly while that 
sown the day following hssescaped. 
case of an injurious attack: de- 


veloping upon the early sown wheat il 
should be turned under, in order to 
destroy the insects and prevent a fur 
ther attack the following spring. The 
cost of turning_ under and reseeding 
would usually be small in comparison 
to the loss which would result from 
the fall attack and from carrying over 
a host of flies to prey upon the crop 
duiing the spring."

The progiani 
was an interesting one, and the na- 
tion's chief executive, famous state«- 
rnen. diplomats and jurists graced ihe 
occasion by their presence. 


President and Mrs. McKinley and 


party arri-ed in Buffalo Wednesday 
-n-enicg ard spent the night at the 
Home of Mr. MHburn. whose guests 
They an? during the stay to this city. 
\ gorgeous military pageant escorted 
the president through the streets to 
the exposition at noon today, and thou- 
sands cheered the distinguished party. 
At the exposition grounds President 
McKinley addressed an immense gath 
ering froni the band stand in the west 
esplanade. 
A public reception fal- 


lowed. The presidential party, mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, cabinet 
officers, justices of the supreme cou-t 
and others prominent in public life 
later met representatives from Pan- 
American countries and joined in a 
special inspection of the exhibits rep- 
resenting progress and civilization in 
the western hemisphere. 


Never before has so distinguished a 


gathering of foreign officials visited 
Buffalo. 
Eleven countries are repre- 


sented, with the ambassador from 
Mexico the ranking official.

F.ghting Expected. 


Colon. Colombia, Sept. 5.—The Unit- 


ed Fruit company's steamer Sunrise, 
chartered by Herr Beckman, the Ger- 
man consul at Bocas Del Toro. ar- 
rlred here with a view of obtaining 
the presence of tie United States gun- 
boat Machias at Bocas Del Toro, 
where fighting is expected to begin 
at any moment,the government troops 
having advanced within a mile of Pro- 
vision island, where the insurgents 
are. and now occupying a superior po- 
sition. Herr Beckman failed to obtain 
the presence of the Machias at Bocas 
Del Toror as she is needed more urg- 
ently at Colon. The Colombian gov- 
ernment brought troops and artillery 
and ammunition by special train from 
Panama to Gatun. on the outskirts of 
Colon, owing to the threatening atti- 
tude of the rebels here. 


Trailing Train Robbers. 


Teiarkana. Ark., Sept. 5.—The six 


men who held up the Cotton Belt pas- 
senger train at Eylau, Tex., are still 
at large. The robbers evidently rode 
their horses up Akin creek and left 
them standing in the stream. They 
then used a handcar and went five 
miles north, as the handcar was found 
near where the train was stopped. 
After looting the mail and express 
cars the robbers returned 
to the 


creek, mounted their horses and again 
rode down the stream, thus obliterat- 
ing their trait The robbers secured 
one package of $10,000, and St Is said 
the entire haul was about *33,000. The 
express men, railroad and government 
officials are very reluctant about dis- 
cussing the robbery. A large number 
of posses are now trying for a trail. 


Big Bet Story a Fake. 


Pittsburg, Sept. 5.—Jaines A. Cham- 


bers. pres._ent of the American Wln- 
dowglass company, whose name has 
been used as a member of the Pitts- 
burg syndicate which, as was alleged, 
bet $250,000 to $150,000 on the Ameri- 
can cup defender, issued the following 
statement: "Regarding

ts-ager of S230.00O to $150.000 said to 
have been made by a Pittsburg syndi- 
cate, of which I am supposed to be a 
member. I waat to say as plainly and 
as distinctly as I can there is no such 
wager so far as Ptttsburg .-s are con- 
cerned- Xo syndicate of Pittsburgers 
was formed in New York or in this 
city to put up $250.000 or any other 
sum."

this competition.* 


-We are coining to be considered a 


common enemy to the eitent that we 
actually supplant foreign manufactur- 
ers, and this feeling Is intensified by 
every concern which goes bankrupt or 
reduces wages or lays off a portion of 
Its employees, ascribing It all to Amer- 
ican competition. This unfriendliness 
Is not likely to result In war. The re- 
lations of European governments are 
too intricate and uncertain among 
themselves for any one to take that 
risk, and combination is Impossible. 
An industrial defensive and offensive 
alliance against us has insuperable dif- 
ficulties. 
But we must eipect each 


country to put in practice every device 
to keep our products out. 


'•Germany has both tariff and trusts. 


Everything there Is syndicated. The 
trusts refuse to sell anything to a mer- 
chant who deals In an imported artlcle. 
This makes it more difficult for the 
Importer, because the boycott means 
ruin. Where the American opens his 
own -warehouse, as the shoe dealers' did 
in Vienna, the native shoemakers mob 
the place and the police look the other 
way. 
Notwithstanding all this the 


superiority and cheapness of our goods 
are giving them increasing demand 
everywhere. 


"The perpetnal menace "of ever In- 


creasing overproduction forces the for- 
eign manufacturer to seek markets 
abroad. On the well known principle 
that it pays to -keep all his forces em- 
ployed and all his mills at work to 
their full c-apaclty~lf a living profit can 
be had on the majority of the output 
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mayor cautioned him that such action 
would transcend his powers.
